EXPLOSIVE | 
JEWISH BANKER’S OFFICE. 
Infernal Machine Capable of Caus- 
ing Death and Destruction in Wall 
Street Perhaps Connected With 
Visit of its Intended Victim to M. 

Witte at Portsmouth.

NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—An explosive 
package capable of causing death was 
sent to Jacob H. Schiff, the banker, to- 
day, at the office of Kuhn, Loeb & Com- 
pany, of which he is a member. Mr. 
Schiff was at Bar Harbor today, and 
when the machine, enclosed in a wooden 
box about six inches long, was re- 
ceived at his office, clerks immediately 
sent it to the police. | 

At first, the police reported that the 
affair was a joke, but further invcsti- 


ence of thirty-one grains of a high ex- 
plosive powder and two 322-calibre 
loaded cartridges. Arranged so as to 
fire this charge merely by ordinary 
hand}hing of the package, was a cylinder 
of emery paper lying in contact with 
both the powder and several matches. 
The flash of this powder would have 
discharged the cartridges, which had 
been carefully filed at the fulminating 
ends. tead slugs were packed in be- 
side the bullets, evidently te make the 


ration to insure the flash of any one of 
the matches reaching the powder. The 
whole mechanism was concealed under 


Stock quotations. 

Mr. Schiff was one of the delegation 
which recently visited M. Witte, the 
Russian envoy; at Portsmouth, in the 
interests of the Jews in Russia, 

A second infernal machine resem- 
bling that sent to Mr. Schiff, was re- 
ceived through the mail today at the 
office of M. Guggenheim’s sons, No. 71 
Broadway. The contents »were nearly 
the same as those of the Schiff bomb. 
A clerk was suspicious of the package, 
as the address was made of printed let- 
ters cut from a newspaper. He placed 
the package in water. After standing 
there a short time there was a slight 
explosion, due, it is thought, to the 
gaseg generating in the box. In addi- 
tion to the contents ot the Schiff bomb, 
that received at the Guggenheim office 
contained a small glass vial in which 
was some liquid, thought to be either 
nitro-glycerine or olive oil.

The collection of in- 
formation and the rapid dissemination 
of the same,is one of the most im- 
portant features that the Department 
of Mines could take up.

It is to be hoped that 
something will be done to stop smug- 
sling of morphia, the dangerous nature 
of which practice, aside from its rela- 
tion to customs revenue and the crim- 
inal code, is to be found in this case 
of flour poisoned by the drug hidden in 
it. The smuggling of this morphia, in 
which trade Americans can have no 
part, has cost the flour producers of 
the United States more than _ the 
morphia is worth.” ~~.

LESS WHISKY, MORE NERVES. | 


Despite Growing Turbu of New 

York Fewer People from 

Wrecked Gray Matter. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 
NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—Examination 
of the health records of New York 
shows a remarkable decrease in deaths 
from nervous troubles since 1870. Other 
ailments, such as heart disease, 
Bright’s disease and consumption, have 
been gaining ground. All affections of 
the nervous system have diminished 
as New York has grown larger and 
more turbulent. Reports from Chicago 
show that deaths there from nervous 
disorders have fallen off from 37.6 
persons per 1000 in 1870, to 12.8 persons 
in 1904. 

A table compiled by the registrar 
from the records of Manhattan and 
Bronz boroughs shows these surpris- 
ing results: Death rate per 1000 in- 
habitants in 1870, 34.72: in 1880, 23.06: 
1890, 19.9; in 1900, 14.17; in 1904, 19.88. 

Notwithstanding the statistics, Dr. 
Darlington, head of the health depart- 
ment, declares that the wear and de- 
struction of human life and health 
from the pressure and complexity of 
New York life are constantly increas- 
ing. Kt is now manifest, he asserts, 
jin diseases other than those of the 
‘nervous system. 

Dr. Darlington declared also that the 
decrease in purely nervous diseases is 
very largely due to the decrease in 
consumption of whisky in New York.

COMPETENCE OF DOUMA. 

Section 5 deals with the competence 
of the Douma, which is as follows: 
(a) all questions relating to new laws 
or to the modification, amplification or 
temporary suspension or repeal of ex- 
isting laws and also relating to ap- 
pointments made on the staff of minis- 
ters and the expenditures thereby in- 
volved; (b) departmental, ministerial 
and national budgets, also other ex- 
penditures not provided therein; (c) 
the financial report of the Comptroller 
of the Empire; (d) the appropriation 
of any portion of the. revenues or 
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property of the State; (e) the con- 
struction of railways by the State; 
(f) questions regarding the organiza- 
tion of stock companies involving ‘ex- 
ceptions from existing legislation; (g)

The Douma has Jurisdiction in the 
matter of taxation in the provinces in 
which there are no zemstvo; also in 
the raising of the rate above that fixed 
by the zemstvos and city council.

METHODS OF PROCEDURE. 

Many sections are devoted to_the 
method of procedure. The pub will 
not be admitted to the sessions. Rep- 
resentatives of the newspapers will be 
admitted by the president to open sq- 
sions, but not to the closed sessions, 
the latter being ordered by the general 
session, or by the president, or at the 
request of a minister when he has a 
question to submit involving a national 
secret. Reports of the meeting may 
be published by the president. After 
passing, the douma bills will go to the 
‘council! of the empire and then to the 
Emperor. Should the douma and the 
council of the empire disagree, the ques- 
tion at lesue would be submitted to a 
joint commission. Should this bring no 
conclusion, the question again will be 
submitted to the council of the Em- 
peror. Should the Emperor call atten- 
tion to delays in the consideration of 
any specific question, the council of the 
empire shall appoint a date on which 
the douma must reach a conclusion, 
failing which the council of the empire 
will act alone,

ROGRESS IN 
COAST FIELDS. 


UNION DEVELOPING 
SECTION OF DISTRICT. 


Confidence is Shown by Sinking 
Wells in Bunches in New Parts. 
Orcutt is Booming and Hopes to 
Have Espee Extension—Oil Cures 
Sick Chickens. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
SANTA BARBARA, Aug. 18.—Re- 
ports from the northern Santa Bar- 
bara county oil fleids indicate a lively 
resumption~ of drilling. operations on 
the properties of the Union company. 
While there has been more or less drill- 
ing for the past year and the proven oil 
belt has gradually extended, the con- 
ditions of the market were such that 
there was little encouragement for ex- 
tensive development. Now, however, 
‘the union has placed six new drilling 
rigs on the Lompoc anticline, about 
eight miles toward Lompoc from its 
big gusher. The faith of the oil men 
in the exent of the territory is shown: 
by the cool assurance with which they 
set about the drilling of wells in a new 
portion of the field, not stopping with 
a test well, but sinking them in 
bunches, The conditions are so uni-. 
form, that the boundaries of the dis- 
trict can be easily defined by the oper- 
ators experienced in the territory. 

The anxiety of the Union company 
to increase its production is taken as 
an encouraging feature for future 
market conditions, and the smaller 
companies are following the pace. 

The Pacific Ol and Transportation 
Company Associated) operating the re-- 
finery at Alcatraz, is also .' work on a 
new well near the divide be' ween the 
Lompoc and Santa Maria field: 

The new oll town of Orcutt is rapidly 
coming to the front.

Among public im- 
provements. undertaken by the thriv- 
ing village is a complete sewer system.

OIL CURES CHICKENS. 
KBRN RANCHER’S DISCOVERY. 
Oil as a cure for chicken pox Is re- 
ported to have proved quite successful 
among the fowl at theeStockdale ranch 
near Bakersfield. Manager R. M. 
Dodge makes the statement to a re- 
porter of the Bakersfield Echo that he 
has completely stopped the course of 
the disease without the loss of a single 
fowl by simply applying a mop dipped 
in crude oil to the chicken’s head. The 
disease has been quite prevalent in 
Kern county, it is said, and ranchers 
have tried every other known means to 
stop it without success. 

TESTING CORRUGATED PIPE. 
The work of the Southern Pacific 
with the corrugated pipe for its Bak- 
ersfield-Delano line so far- has not 
proved entirely successful, according 
to the latest reports. The pipe, before 
shipment to Bakersfield, was tested for 
1200 pounds pressure and after corru- 
gation is required to stand another test 
f 1000 pounds. The first pipe turned 
out has failed to withstand the test but 
this. of course, is no evidence of failure, 
as the work is only beginning and 
later developments will show what can 
be done. Abou fifty miles of pipe are 
on hand.

Jeremiah zxzvi, 21-32: 
THE CONNECTION. 

Josiah fel) in battle with the Egyp- 
tians, while fighting on the side of the 
Assyrians. the Egyptian King 
put the yoke on Judah and made her 
@& vassal nation. His second son, Je- 
hoahaz, was allowed to reign only 
three months, when Necho of Ygypt, 
returning from the conquest of Nine- 


vah, enticed him from Jerusalem, sent. 


him in chains to Egypt and made his 
brother Eliakim, -who afterwards went 
by the name of Jehoiakim, King in his 
stead. He made sad Wreck of the na- 
tion by yielding to the heathen party 
and by introducing enervating luxu- 
ries. Meantime the Chaldeans rose in- 
to the position of world conquerors 
with their capital at Babylon. They 
defeated the Assyrians, capturing 
Ninevah; they defeated Necho and the 
Egyptians; they were ready to sweep 
down on Judah. | 

Jeremiah had been preaching since 
the thirteenth year of Josiah, 627 B. C., 
and it was now December 604. He 
came from the little town of Anathoth, 
just north of Jerusalem, and was famil- 
tar with its abandoned life. The 
heathen party on the one hand and the 
superstitious party on the other, that 
trusted in the sacredness of the city 
and temple for their protection, were 
his deadly foes. Plots against him, 
whippings, imprisonment and  ostra- 
cism made his life sorrowful. He was 
tender, but he was brave. He had that 
day a message for the people, but he 
was in prison and besides was too un- 
popular to deliver it. He had it written 
down by Baruch and read by him at 
the temple. This led to the appoint- 
ment of a fast day, when Baruch read 
the speeches of Jeremiah to a vast 
throng at the temple, gathered from 
all over Judah. Next he read it to an 
assembly of high officials, who in fear 
lest both Jeremiah and Baruch should 
suffer violence for such preaching, bade 
them keep in hiding, but they went in 
and told the Kine. 


‘The Word to the King.”"’ (Verse 21.) 

“So the King sent Jehudi to fetch 
the roll, and he took it out of the 
chamber of Elishama, the scribe. And 
Jehudi read it in the ears of the King, 
and in the ears of all the princes 
which stood beside the King.” 

The princes, after **-~ heard Bar- 
uch read the sermon which Jeremiah 
had no chance to deliver himeelf, went 
in to inform the King of the desperate 
situation. The substance of the ser- 
mon (verses 29-31) was that Judah 
was to be overcome by Babylon and 
Jehoiakim, the King, severely pun- 
ished. This is the first instance, as far 
as we know, in which a prophet was 
bidden to write down his messages, 
and this was becauge the prophet could 
not get the ear of people, officials or 
King. Jeremiah dictated it to Baruch, 
who shrank trembling from the re- 
sponsibility, yet found strength in God, 
who was inspiring the prophet to this 
utterance. His urgency may be seen in 
the fact that the King of Babylon had 
juet defeated the King of Egypt and 
might be down on them any moment, 
and there was a hope in Jeremiah's 
heart that the threat to smite might 
lead them to repent, so there would 
be no. need to amite, Baruch had read 
it to the people on the fast day anJ 
they were indifferent to it; he read it 
to the officials and with their better 
knowledge of affairs and their sense 
of responsibility. they were alarmed. 

Mark their wise precaution in bring- 
ine the matter to the King's attention, 
They knew the King’s ignorance, v!- 
clousneses and vanity, and, fearing for 
the safety of the bearer of unwelcome 
tidings, said: “Go hide thee, thou an 
Jeremiah: and let no man know where 
ye be.” They left the roll behind, safe 
in the chamber of Elishama, thé scribe, 
that it might not be taken from them 
by thesKing, and yet could be sent for 
in case he wished to hear it. Curiosity 
or defiance might lead him i9 ave it 
brought. We are not surpries] that he 
sent his palace officer, Jehul, to bring 
it and to read it In his prese ce.

“Now the King sat in the winter 
house in the ninth month; and ere 
was a fire in the brasier burning before 
him. And it came to pass when Jehudi 
had read three or four leaves, that the 
King cut it with a penknife, and cast 
it into the Are that was in the brasi>r, 
until all the roll was consumed in the 
fire that was in the brasier. Anil they 
were not afrald, nor rent their gar- 
ments, neither the King, wor any of 
his servants that heard all these words. 
Moreover Elnathan and Delalah and 
Gemariah had made Intercession to the 
King that he would not burn the roll; 
but he wourd not hear chem. And the 
King commanded Jerahmeel, the King’s 
son. and Seraiah, the son of Azriel, and 
Shelemiah, the son of Abdeel, to take 
Baruch the scribe, and Jeremiah, the 
prophet;. but hid them.” 

(1.) His insane act tn destroying the 
book. 

It was December and the King was 
in the tnnermost prote ted portion of 
the house, enjoying warmh frim a 
brasier of charcoal! which heated the 
room; and his officials stood around 
him. His treatment of the book’ showed 
a spirit that would not repent and the 
chief purpose of Jereminh in putting 
his addresses into readable form was 
defeated. That spirit was indifference 
to the warnings of the book and re- 
sentment at ite interference with his 
insane course. It shows Itself in cutting 
leaf after leaf of the book with his 
penknife and throwing it into the fire. 
The book might have been made of 
papyrus leaves fastened at the back; 
er it might have been fn parallel col- 


umns on a roller, and as the columns

| other, the reader read thern and the 


King cut them off. Not once In mad 
frenzy did the King cut the leaves or 
columns, but continued to do so in 
plecemea], deliberately destroying ft. 
In doing so, he thought he. destroyed 
the teaching of the book, set aside its 
prophecies concerning him, and relieved 
himeelf of responsibilities therein dis- 
closed. 

2. His treatment of the prophets. 

The king's spirit is further shown In 
his disregard of the protest made by 
three his officials. All the others 
were in sympathy with him and the 
writer seems surprised that they were 
not so terrified at the king’s awful! 
deed as to rend their garments. Three 
of them interceded with him to desist, 
but he overrode them. 

His diabolical! spirit shows itself fur- 
ther in determining on the death of 
the author and writer of the book. He 
gave command to the palace police -to 
secure them; and they would have 
tasted the knife, as their book had, but 
the Lord made their hiding place se- 
cure and they lived through the storm. 


The issue was now between the king 
and God. The former had done’ hfs 
very worst, the latter would fulfill His 


word. Jeremiah and Baruch were not 
responsible for their work—it was 
God's doing.

WHAT THE MASTERS SAY. 

None, s0 far as we know, bore 40 
dauntless and persistent a testimony 
against the sins of his countrymen as 
Jeremiah. The relapse into heatheniam 
under Jehoiakim roused him to the ut- 
most. Timid, shrinking and: sensitive 
by nature, love of his country and en- 
thusiasm for Jehovah gave him a 
courage and constancy which no dan- 
gers appalled. He might, in his bosom, 
feel the humility of a child, and think 
himself unable to speak in public; he 
might wish that his head were waters 
and his eyes a fountain of ‘tears. that 
he might weep day and night for the 
Daughters of the People. He might 
sigh for a “lodge in the wilderness” to 
escape from the sin around him: but 
all this passed away when he appeared 
before his fellow citizens. In the pres- 
ence of king or prince or priest or 
populace, he was, as God had pre- 
dicted, deflant as a fortified town and 
immovable as a pillar of fron or walls

7 ORK ON NEW 
SEWERS SLOW. 


NOT BE FINISHED FOR TWO 
OR MORE YEARS. 
Excavation Proceeding but Slowly 
on the Outfali—internal System 
Tied up by Dilatery Contractors. 
Street Superintendent Says Many 
are Overfiowing. 
Dilatory contractors, faulty material, 
Washouts and landslides have appar- 


ently; conspired to delay the comple- 
tion of the outfall sewer and the inter- 


nal tem of storm sewers at legat 
two 
Un the original estimates the en- 


tire pewer system should have been 
‘completed by the first of December. It 
fe néw exceedingly doubtful if any 
part ‘of the system except a couple 
of ufiimportant blind storm drains will 
be remdy for service at that date. 

The outfall sewer contractors say 


they are striving to complete the big 


tunnel by December of next year but 
the present prospects are that the city 
will be tucky if it is able to use the 
outfall by a year from that date. 
City Engineer Stafford yesterday af- 
ternoon expressed deep disgust over 
the dilatory tactics pursued by the 
contractors working on several séc- 
tions of the storm drains. “I told one 
of them this morning.” said Mr. Staf- 
ford, “that at the rate at which he is 
now working he will complete his sec- 
tion of the storm sewer in about sev- 


enteen years and seven months. I. 


figure that he its spending $25 a day in 
excavating. 

©. Lowell and Hickecox Martin 
have . -about. finished their sections of 
the storm sewers; but the ditch they 
have ‘completed will not be available 
for s@wer purposes until the lower sec- 
tions are finished. i 

Mr, Stafford estimates that the out- 
fall sewer contractors will complete 
all the sections of that big ditch ex- 
cept fhe tunne! by July 1, 1906. The de- 
lays on the tunnel were occasioned 
chiefly by failure of the Independent 
Brick Company to make good on its 
ecémtract to deliver brick. 

Street Superintendent Hanley Thurs- 
day notified the Council that a number 
of sewers in the southeastern section 
of the city are filled to overflowing and 
that some action muet be taken to di- 
vert a portion of the sewage or it 
will become a menace to health. Sew- 


stands four feet deep in the 


manholes on Central avenue and Ala- 
‘street. 

Hanley yesterday afternoon sald 
aon this everfiow is occasioned by 
waste water from a number of manu- 
facturing establishments finding its 
way into sewers which are hardly 
large enough to carry the waste from 
hotels, lodging-houses and private resi- 
cences. 

Much of this waste water, according 
te the Street Superintendent. comes 
from the laundries. He thinks It is a 
mistake to permit those establish- 
mente to run their waste into the 
sewer: unt!!! larger mains are laid. 
‘“Along with the waste water soap. 
grease and often pieces of clothing get 
" gaid the Street Super- 
intendent. “A couple of days ago a 
crew worked several! hours to open a 
clogged sewer pipe. They finally found 
that the sewer was stopped up by a 
handsomely embroidered night gown. 
Thetr ‘solution to the mystery is that 
the night dress was warhed from a 
jlaundry into the pipe by waste water.” 

Nurmierous “complaints have been 

made at the municipal building within 
the jast ten days that the storm drains 
will not be completed in time to be of 
servicé during the coming rainy sea- 
son. The protestants point out that 
last year’s storm water damaged 
streets in the business section to the 
extent of at least $25,490. In addition 
to the damage to the roadways, mer- 
chante and manufacturers lost several! 
thovueand dollars by reason of flooded 
besements. It is from the ones who 
suffered property damage last year 
that tmhost of the complaints are com- 
ing. 
Indications are. however. that the 
city will be fortunate to get use of the 
storm drains by Derember of mext 
year. 

At two months’ delay in the 
completion of the work has beén occa- 
sioned by the action of the labor unions 
eking to enforce the cight-hour 
contratt |law. Moet of she sewer crews 
worked nine hours anf received extra 
pay fa; overtime. The eight-hour law 
forbidd this working overtime and the 
result t< that it now takes a crew nine 
favs th complete a piece of work that 
under the nine-hour rule would be fin- 
ished fn eight days. 

The ‘contractors are combining for 
the ptirpose of carrying a test case of 
the eight-hour law to the Supreme 
Court:. but unt!l such suit is settied 
the ‘tors are working their 
crews ef¢ht hours, much to the 
diewust of the laborers ‘who were very 
willing to work an hour longer for the 
extra fompensation.

In a letter to the Riverside Press, 
Prof. McAdie, in charge of the Weather 
Bureau on the Coast, says: ‘““The ques- 
tion raised concerning the possible cli- 
matic effect of the Salton Sea is a very 
interesting one.
